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U.S.  DRY  PEA  EXPORTS 
SET  NEW  RECORD 

U.S.  dry  pea  exports  set  a new  record  of  2,175,000  bags  in  the  marketing 
year  ended  last  July  31 • It  was  50  percent  above  last  year  and  almost 
double  any  previous  record  for  commercial  exports. 

Combining  to  make  this  alltime  record  was  the  large  1959  U.S.  crop, 
unusually  low  prices  (for  green  peas  especially) , short  supplies  of 
yellow  peas  in  parts  of  Northern  Europe,  declining  dry  pea  production 
in  Europe  and  growing  British  demand  for  U.S.  Alaska  peas  for  canning. 

Exports  to  Europe  reached  the  alltime  commercial  record  of  1,425,000 
bags,  of  which  964,000  bags  went  to  the  U.K.,  90  percent  of  the  latter 
being  dry  green  peas:  West  Germany,  the  second  largest  European  importer, 

took  184,000  bags,  three-fourths  of  which  were  yellow  peas.  Tellow  pea 
exports  exoeeded  green  this  year  in  all  European  markets  except  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Belgium. 

Exports  to  Latin  Amerioa,  totaling  575,000  bags,  fell  slightly  below  a 
higher  record  in  1957-58  and  was  divided  almost  equally  between  yellow 
and  green  types.  As  usual,  Venezuela,  the  largest  Latin  market,  took 
more  yellows  than  greens.  Cuba,  the  second  largest,  took  more  greens 
than  yellows.  Latin  America  has  been  much  more  consistent  than  has 
Europe,  both  as  to  quantity  and  variety  taken  year  after  year. 

Canada,  the  United  Kingdom,  Sweden,  and  Uruguay  in  that  order  were  the 
principal  purchasers  of  U.S.  seed  peas  this  year.  Switzerland  usually 
buys  2,000  to  6,000  bags  a year.
